One Assassin of Cardinal.’, 


One was Qeqdia Francises Ascaso, 
born in Ludevar, Spain, in 1901, a me- 
chanic and waiter, a notorioug anar- 
chist and one -of ‘the murderers of 
Cardinal Siodevilla y Romero, Arch- 
‘bishop ‘of Saragossa in June, 1923—the 
venerable churchman having been 
shot by two youths point blank with 
rifles. 

The Spanish at the time sought ex- 
tradition for him, believing him hiding 
in France, but he escaped discovery. 

Ascaso’s. companion hére was an an- 
archist, Bonavehtura Duretti,, born at 
Leon, Spain,.in 1896; a clever burglar 
and sometimes a mechanic. 

On Friday last, at 7. A. M., four of- 
ficers decided to arrest the pair and 
took positions near their lodgings. 
When they camé outdoors the police- 
men followed and suddenly grappled 
with the pair, easily * Duretti, 
Ascaso put up a hard fight, but 
although he drew his gun he was un- 
able to use it. Both guns were. loaded 
ready to fire and extra cartridge packs 
were in their pockets. 

Ascaso had 1,000 pesos, a receipt for 
the purchase of & powerful Italian au- 
— and the address of the ga- 
rage where it was-held in readiness.

“After the Reconstruction Commis- 
sion retired, the New York State Asso- 
ciation, assisted by other civic bodies, 
took up the support. of this program, 
and I am glad to acknowledge assist- 
ance. rendered by them over the long 
and trying period through which we 
had to pass before popular opinion 
foreed the adoption of the most impor- 
tant of these measures. 


Work of the Legislature. 


“The reorganization amendment con- 
solidating the-.departments was ap- 
proved by the people last Fall. The 
legisiative leaders apointed a commis- 
sion under the leadership of formier 
Governor Hughes to work out. the 
legislation to make.-this amendment 
operative. In addition to members se- 
lected by the legislative leaders, several 
persons were appointed at my sug- 
gestion. The Hughes Commission re- 
port and the various chapters of the 
so-called State. Departments Law rec- 
ommended by them were adopted by 
the 1926 Legislature and signed by me. 

“The Legislature also adopted for the 
c< | fifpt time a satisfactory executive 
budget amendment and amendments 
extending the term of the Governor and 
other. officers, increasing the salary of 
the Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
and also extending the terms and in- 
creasing.-the salaries of the members 
‘of the Legislature. \ 

“Unfortunately the legislative leaders 
saw fit to fix the time of election of 
officers at the same time 
that the President is-elected, thus ef- 
fe¢tively preventing an intelligent 
ch ice by the people of State officers

devote no time to it here. 

“It has seemed to mo desirable to 
present to the public at this time in 
compact form this brief statement of

force composed of Europeans and na- 
tives under European officials and con- 
trolled by the international adminis- 
tration. It is the duty of these police- 
men to arrect persons accused or sus- 
pected of crime and hand them over 


to competent. courts. Under the Tan- 


gier Convention, these courts are, In 
the case of Europeans, mixed tribu- 
nails and for the natives the Mendub 
and the native courts which represent 
the Sultan. 

“For some time past. there have 
been persistent reports among the 
Tangier natives that accused and sus- 
pected persons have been forced by 
illegal:methods to confess or give.evi- 
dence to the police. It is currently 
reported that not only. have natives 
been flogged but also that a cruel form 
of torture has been applied within the 
precincts of the international police 
station. The course of procedure is 
atated to be as follows: . 

‘If a European police official-should 
find himself unable to procure a con- 
fession or evidence the accused per- 
son is handed over to two Moorish 
policemen whose identity: and names 
are known. Thesé policemén are said 


- to flog the victim or apply the instru- 


ment of torture in a locked room. The 
confession thus obtained is sent with 
the prisoner to the Mendub court, 
where it is-used against him. | 

“The victims of these excesses may 
or may not be guilty of crimes where- 
of they are accused, but that, under an 
international administration introduced 
by the powers of Europe, a system of 
illegal cruelty should be in practice is 
a very serious matter. It may be 
asked why the natives have not com- 
plained before. The answer is per- 
haps more significant n the actual

“In any case these reports, which 
are a matter of common knowledge 
among thé natives, have never until 
lately reached the ears of the Huro- 
pean authorities, outside the police. In 
the interest of humanity and justice, 
stéps must be taken immediately. A 
properly instituted inquiry should be 
held at the earliest moment and the 
native population should be assured 
that no reprisals will be allowed 
against people giving evidence. , 

“Even in that case it may be diffi- 
cult to persuade the natives to come 
forward, as the police have instituted 
a sort of reign of terror among the 
ig ee native population of Tangier.

GERMANY LOSING TOY TRADE 


Exports Off 75 Per Cent. 
1913, Imports Increasing. 


NUREMBERG, June. 30 2. —Ger- 
many, once purveyor of toys to the 
world, is now unable to stem the tide 
of foreign toys inundating the German 
markets..

Mental Health Discussed. 


The problems of mental health were 
amohg those discussed at today’s ses- 
sions. -Dr. William Healy, Boston 


psychiatrist, spoke in the morning on 
the, prevention of delinquency among* 
children. 

Dr, Healy, who helped to: draw. up. 
the recent report of ‘the “Ameéri¢an | 
Psychiatric Association on ‘crime, told 
the teachers that modern society had 
ample facilities to check delinquency 
among young people, but that there 
was no hoagie effort on the 
part of the 

“Given ——— management of pub- 
lic affairs and business-like common- 
sense administration of city govern- 
ment, schools, courts and the work 
done under them, and delinquency 
might be reduced yastly,”..Dr. A 
said. He pointed to the schools &s 
most effective agency for combatting 
early delinquent trends. - 

“The roots of. delinquency and crime 
aré to be found in the experiences and 
thoughts of youth, often of extreme 
youth,’”’ he said. ‘‘Character is formed 
during school years. Statistically it is 
shown that if a boy gets through- his 
school age, certainly his high —— 
age, without developing delinquent 
ideas and habits, there is very small 
chance of his ever becoming a crim- 
inal. The punishment and treatment, 
of later years is a process of shutting 
the barn door after the horse is stolen.”’ 


The. “Bright Child’? Problem. 


The problem of the child with. special 
Rifts, ‘‘the bright boy” in the class, 
was ‘discussed by Miss Flora Drake, 
Assistant Superintendent of Schools in 
Indianapolis. 

“Children are endowéd at birth with 
certain gifts which . often ——— 
later because of disuse. Miss Drake 

lained. 

“The teacher exercises the power of 
direction control or inhibition in the 
development of theag.. — gifts to 
@ greater extent than does any other 
person outside of the child’s immediats 
family>.'' 

“In the process of education the 
teacher is to the child what the gar- 
dener is to the plant. A school is a 
*child garden,’ to translate a Genyman 
term. An expert gardener should know 
the peculiarities of each species of 
plant he tries to keep growing in his 
garden. So should the teacher recog- 
Rize each child by special gifts. 

“If the child's initiative is misdirect- 
ed toward unsocial or anti-social ends, 
then the teacher must put up the de- 
tour sign and reroute the misdirected 
energy. By the time children enter the 
public schools a few have already lost 
much of this power of initiative be- 
cause in the home they have been 
hedged in by a wall of ‘don’ts’ and 
*you can’ts.’ However, most of them 
are eager for every opportunity to use 
this .powerg’

seem to deserve as importantia place as 
it has in our championships. Then, too, 
the thirty-six hole matches are too 
long, too actionless as a general rule. 
The British, system. of playing all 
matches. except the final round at 
eighteen holes means action from 
start to finish; that it.lends zest to the 
tournamcnt needs no proof other than 
the actual happenings in this year’s 
tournament,’ which Sweetser. won. As 
we play the championship here. there's 
apt to be too much dullness. It has 
been argued that the British system 
was too “‘fluky,” but reviewing the 
championships one fails to- run atross 
a single winner who couldn’t be termed 
a first-rate golfer and a worthy cham- 
pion. 


There -was one tournament played 
during the week that deserves mention. 
That was the father and son event, 
which furnished striking proof. of the 
inestimable value of golf as a game for 
every ace. Young and old can /play it 
and, making exception for long drawn 
out championships in which the ele- 
ment of endurance creeps in, on terms 
of equality. What other sport is there 
in which a hundred or more fathers 
and sons can play as partners?

Washington correspondents of: Re- 
publican: newspapers are doing inge- 
nious, gallant and even heroic work to 
make it appear that Mr. Cooripcr has 
not suffered a severe rebuff from Con- 
gress. One of them gravely argues 
that the defeat of the Fess’ bill, to 
which the President had committed 
himself absolutely, was, in reality; “a 
victory for Coo.ipce.”

BETTER PAY FOR JUDGES. 

To change an old saying about law- 
yers, Judges work hard, can’t afford 
to live well and die poor, if they 
stick to the bench. “The House tried to. 
lessen. the overwork of some Judges, 
notably in these parts, It passed a 
bi establishing. three new- Federab 
judgeships for the Southern District 
of New York and an additional judge- 
‘ship of the Circuit Court of Appeals of 
this circuit, comprising Vermont, Con-: 
necticut and New ‘York, already over- 
burdened with business. ‘The Senate 
Judiciary Committee struck out the 
provision «for these four additional 
—— So far as we know, ‘no 
reason was given. for this excision, ex-

POLITICS AND HOUSING. 

In its quarterly Journal the National 
Housing Association sums up the ob- 
jections to Governor Sm1rn’s “ experi- 
ment of Government aid to housing 
“through subsidy ” and urges an alter- 
native plan. Many of the objections 
are weighty. In Manhattan, it says, 
where the slum problem is most acute, 
rent of $8 to $9 a room per month is 
“amyth.” The cost of land—$1,000 a 
foot front as against $100 in Queens— 
is so. great that, even with thorough- 
going tax exemption and able manage- 
ment freely given, the rent is far more 


likely to be $12.50; which’ enthusiasts | ' 


for slum elimination once denounced 
as extortionate. Seventy per cent, of 
the population can afford only $500 
a year-for rent, and. would ‘thus ‘be 
homeless if the “ old-law” slum tene- 
ments were razed, At best, tax ex- 
emption would impose a_heavy burden 
upon the 30 per cent. of the -com- 
munity which mainly supplies the 
funds of Government and is already;

The adults* who go on are chiefly 
teachers, but with them others,, driven

Toit Vehicular pueusiuen le Planned 
—No Provision: Made for: 
Rapid Transit. 


The Narrows Development Corpora, 
tion, incorperated last May for. $100,000 
under the laws of New York State, 
‘has been organized to study the. feasi- 
bility of erecting a $60,000,000 vehicular 
toll bridge across the Narrows, from 
the Bay Ridge section of Brooklyn’ to 
Staten Island, it was learned yester- 
day. 

Charles .E.. Fowler, a Detroit en- 
gineer, is now in New York preparing 
a@ survey of the project, and Wall 
Street bankers are said to have prom- 


ised financial support if the survey 
shows that the plan can be realized. 

Arnold C. Pouch, head of the Poych 
Terminal Company, is President of the 
new corporation; James S. Graham, a 
Brooklyn realtor, is Yice President, 
and W. I. Lewis, Secretary: of. the 
Staten Island Chamber of Commerce, 
is Treasurer. Charles G. Bond of the 
law firm of Lée, Smyth & Wise, 7 
Dey Street, is Chairman of the Board 
of Directors. 

‘A movement for the erection of a 
Liberty Bridge has been under way for 
several months. This bridge was to 
cost $90,000,000 and providé rapid tran- 
sit facilities as well as space for ve- 
hicular traffic. But while the plan 
had the indorsement of. civic societies 
in Brooklyn and the Borough of Rich- 
mond, thus far, it has come to naught. 

The new project does not contem- 
plate rapid transit facilities, although 
it has been pointed out that it might 
be used by the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad as an inlet to New York. This 
railroad has been using the Pennsyl- 
vania tracks from Newark to New 
York, but the, Pennsylvania has 
refused to renew the lease after Sept. 
1 at which time the Baltimore and 
Ohio will be compelled to. run into the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey ter- 
minal at Communipaw. 

To carry forward the private project 
it will be necessary to obtain consent 
from the War Department to build the 
bridge and special State and City laws 
may have to be enacted..When discus- 
sion of the Liberty Bridge was at its 
height War Department engineers were 
said to have expressed grave doubt as 
to whether the Government would per- 
mit the erection of a structure of this 
kind. 

A similar course may be followed: by 
the new corporation to that employed 

. by the backers of the Bear Mountait: 
project, the t big bridge over navig- 
able water in this State to be built by 
private capital. That structure “cost 
between $4,000,000 and $5,000,000. Prot 
vision is made that at the end of thirty 
years the bridge shall revert to the 
State without compensation, the build- 
ers ‘in the meantime having amortized 
their investment and realized their 
profit. 

Mr. Bond said last night that it was 
too early yet to go into full details 
of the project. “The nucleus of a 
syndicate has been formed,“ he said, 
‘to arrange for financing the project, 
but it is useless to proceed until we 
get the engineers’ reports. The bridge, 
if constructed, will be 4,000 feet long 
and of the high level-suspension type. 
It will be the longest bridge of, its 
kind in the world. 





NEGRO GIRLS’ HOME BARRED . 


New Rochelle’s Board of Health 
Rejects Plan for Hegeman House.

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., June 30.— 
By unanimous vote the Board of 
Health today declined to approve the 
establishment of the John-R. Hege- 
man Home for Negro Girls here. 

The decision followed a stormy meet- 
ing on Monday at which proponents 
and opponents of the plan were heard. 
It was contended that the home would 
be a correctional imstitution and thus 
was barred by the zoning law. -It was 
denied that there was race prejudice 
On the other 
Kand, Fred R. Moore and others said a 
decision to build the home was reached 
only after consultation with city offi- 
cials, who raised no objection. 

‘No member of the directorate of the. 
home’ could be found tonight. Court 
action is said to\be possible, although 
those behind the project have offered 
to establish the home in some other 
community if reimbursed for’ the $25,- 
006 spent for land and the $4,000 ex- 
pended on improvements. Among those 
who favored the plan were Dr. Katha- 
rine B. Davis and Mrs. Willard Parker.
